The influence of the planets on the 
lives of human beings was the subject of 
a remarkable lecture by Dr. W. M. Stor- 
rar, of Ramsgate, England, to the Interna- 
tional Club of Psychical Research. The 
title of the lecture was "Astrology and the 
Physician." 

The lecture began by pointing out that 
the study of astrology was ancient when 
Abraham left the land of Uz to settle in 
the land of Canaan, and all ancient lit- 
eratures had taken this science for grant- 
ed. Hippocrates recommended that no 
physician should be trusted with the treat- 


ment of diseases who was ignorant of 
astrological science, and maintained that 
the rising and setting of certain planets at 
birth had a great effect on diseases. Lord 
Bacon, the biggest brained man of his age, 
had a firm belief in the old science, and in 


the time of the Stuarts every physician 


professed some acquaintance with it. At 
the end of the eighteenth century the 
famous Mesmer, the originator of mes- 
merism, graduated at his university with a 
thesis on "The Influence of the Planets on 
the Human System." But since then, 
said the doctor, no respectable physician 
had associated himself with the subject. 
A friend of his own used to regale him 
"ith full-flavored stories as to the wonders 
of the science, and he could not refrain 
from laughter. His friend, chagrined by 
his sneers, undertook to prove to him its 
value. He cast the lecturer's own horo- 
scope and picked out the day, year, and 
month when the doctor should have had 
serious ill-health.. His friend was quite 
accurate, and that was the only time in his 
life the doctor's health had given sertous 
concern to his friends. "'And thus began 
my wisdom," said the doctor. 
‘His studies led him to communicate to 
the medical world in 1892 the results of 
some of his observations. He found that

would surely try to do so here, as he spent 
many happy days with us.” 
. I feel convinced that I was awake at the 
time, for I am not the kind of a person 
who can sleep the moment the head 
touches the pillow. If it was a dream It 
was not suggested by any previous 
thought. 

My father died two years later. While 
visiting my mother one day I spent the 
morning with her and my sister talking of 
father. 

Luncheon being announced I left the 
folks on the porch and started to walk up 
stairs to arrange my hair. Pausing on the 
stairway, which looked down into a recep- 
tion room, where the door was open lead- 
ing to the porch, I distinctly saw my father 
leaning against the pillar of the porch 
right in our midst. I stood spellbound for 
some moments looking at him but he did 
not move, nor did he seem to be observing 
us. At that time my mother and sisters 
were coming into the dining-room, I did 
not go up stairs but turned and entered 
the room with them. When quietly seated 
I said: "I just saw father on the porch." 
They were amazed and said they had seen 
nothing. 


Four years later my mother became 
very ill. The week before her death I 
was watching at her bedside, We did not 
expect her to live throughout the week. 
She was unconscious and very restless the 
night I sat alone with her. Once she sat 
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up in bed and raised her arms in the atr 
with a sad, deep sigh, as though her soul 
was trying to escape from her pain- 
wracked body. She again sank to her pil- 
low. Looking up suddenly I plainly saw 
over the bed what I thought was her own 
face looking down at herself. The face 
seemed to be encircled in a web, and 
while the picture of my. mother, was the 
face of a very young woman. My mother 
was in her seventies. I gazed and gazed, 
hardly believing my own eyes. I arose 
and walked across the room to assure my- 
self that I was awake, but when I came 
back the face was still there. It was fairly 
radiant and I thought, "What a wonder-

Birth of a baby daughter to the widow 
of Prof. Edwin W. Friend, who perishea 
with the "Lusitania," promises to enricn 
the Journal of the American Society for 
Psychical Research with a detailed ac- 
count of the husband's companionship 
with the wife after he became a spirit, and 
of his pre-natal influence upon the child. 
At his suggestion from the spirit realm the 
child has béen named Faith. Mrs. Friene 
Kept very careful notes of all communica-

Miss Pope lives in Farmington and is an 
ardent student of psychic phenomena and 
a lavish contributor to research work in 
that direction. They were confident that 
Professor Friend's interest in the cause 
would impel him to demonstrate in his 
own case the power of spirits to communt- 
cate with the living. 

Mrs. Friend also felt this assurance and 
when Professor Hyslop found a suitable 
medium for her in Brighton she willingly 
accompanied him there. Seances extena- 
ed for several weeks in the summer, with 
Dr. Hyslop in personal charge. Mrs. 
Friend took copious notes at every visit to 
the medium. 

In Professor Friend's lifetime she had

HOW TO INVESTIGATE 
SPIRITUALISM. 


If there is a real earnest desire to inves- 
tigate Spiritualism it is not always neces- 
sary to consult a Medium, although it 
Is often helpful to quicker knowledge. 


But in your own family there is always 
at least one member possessing this gift, 
The investigation of Spiritual Phenomena 
is best obtained in the home circle.

There is 
nothing miraculous or mysterious about it, 
Sometimes a member of the circle that has 
gathered around the table for the first 
time is found to be Mediumistic, and 
communications are at once received from 
Spirit friends. This is not often the case, 


however, as there are certain conditions 
which are essential, and several attempts 
may have to be made before you will get 


Although there is nothing arbitrarily 
fixed in the matter of forming a circle, as 
is generally supposed, there are rules, the 
observance of which will facilitate devel- 


opment. The number in the circle should 
not be less than four or more than twelve, 
for investigation or development in the 
beginning. There is more knowledge 
to be gained when one or more of the 
circle become acquainted, and understand 
their Mediumistic gifts or power. Sittings 
can be held in darkness if preferred. 1 
do not say that Materialization cannot be 
produced in daylight or with gas or electric 
light, for I believe it can; but there must 
be some extra good conditions and great 
harmony amongst the sitters. 

An equal number of the sexes is prefer- 
able; one or two more ladies than gentle- 
men will add to a better condition. The 
date and time of the circle should be fixed 
and unchanged, and every member should 
attend regularly. The seance or circle 
should be held at least once a week, but 
not more than twice.
